THE ATTEMPTED JAIL DELIVERY.

Mecting of the State Board of Trans-
portation—The RNepublican State
Committee—=National Commis
sions — Lincoln Notes,

The oral apinlon of Justices Maxwell and
Cobb on the constitutionality of the act for
legsiative apportionment, passed by the last
penernl nasombly of the state, wis given this
morning. The was brought by John
SBingleton, of Suline county, on a petition
praying for the maunncs of o writ of manda-
wus to compel John Van Duyn, county clerk
of suid county, to call for nn election of three
representatives under the apportfonment et
of 1551, Instead of two members, us provided
by tho act of 1557, As statod in to-day’s Bin,
the action involved the valinivy of the act of
the latter year, and came before the court on
the demurrer of the respondent,

The argument of counsel took place yester
day, Judge Abbott of Crote and  Judge Gil-
bert of York appearing for the relator nod
Judge Foss of Crete for the respondent. The
demurrer was token under advisement by
the court at the close of tho argument.  ‘This
morning Judge Mauxwell announced that the
court would sustuin the demurrer and deny
the writ,

Justice Maxwell suid, in substance, though
general objection §s taken because of the
omission of Sarpy county, that the logisiative
apportionment act of 1887, in the opinion of
the court, as to the thirty-throo senators is
perfect, and as to the ninety-nine representa
tives no objection is made.  Substantially,
thoe one complaint before the court 8 that
Barpy county i8 omitted from the body of the
act.  The tourt had caretully eonsidered the
whole subject matter hoere hrought into con-
troversy. Under the forimer apportionment,
that of 1581, Surpy county is entitled to one
representative, and, in the opinion of the
court, is still so entitled. The repealing clinise
of the act of 1557 repealed sections 1 and 2 of
chapter § of the commlca statutes muking
other provisions, Hence the general law as
previously existing was repealod only by im-
plication—thot is to say, by the new law
taking the place of the old As he
had sild, under the act of 1551, Sarpy connty
is entitled to one representutive, und as the
apportionment mmde by the latter nct docs
not touch this part of the set, Surpy counny
under the law s yet entitled to one repre-
sentutive, there being nothing in the new uct
repealing or taking the place of this appor-
tionwient in the old wet, The demurrer
would therefore be sustained, and the writ
denied.

The effect of this decision appears to be
that the apportionment sot of 1857 is good 80
far a8 it goes, and is coustivutionul: Buu
where it does not resch —that s to the ropre-
sentation of Sarpy county—the old law pre-
wvails. The written opinion of the court, ns
repared by Judge Maxwell, will shortly be
wnded Jown,  The opinfon will be that of
Justices Maxwell and Cobb, the chief Justice,
Mr. Itesse, having abstained from sitting in
the case, for the reason that ho is a residont
of the district specially affected by the liti-

ation, and, therefore, he sald he might not
pe nble to judgo of the merits of the case
without prejudice.  After the argument yos-
terday morning, Justices Maxwell and Cobb
gpent the rest of the day in o careful exom-
inution of the law and of the legisiative rec-
ords affecting the matter.

THE MYSTERY DEEPENS,

Shertff Melick made an ansuccessiul nt-
tempt to find the saw used by the would-be
jail breakers night before last to-day. The
prisoners were removed from their cells and
senrched, one by one, but tho saw could not
be found, Even the soles of some of the
prisoners shous were rippod open.  Every
ecrovice, nook and corner of the jail was care-
fully searched, Blankets and beds were
ripped asunder, but the efforts of the shoriff
and assistants to discover Lhe missing arti-
cle were completely bafiiled. The saw  in-
tended to reduce the bars that stood between
the prisoners and liberty has been most suc-
censfully spirited away. How it came into
the hands of any one of the jail birds is a
profound mystery. They evidently have

als on the outside who stand ready to ex-

nd to them a helping hand. But who are
they ! is the question. By the way, during
the search a bottle of nitrie acid was found
on tha person of one of the jailed culprits
that was purchased at. Brown’s drug store,
but for what purpose is unkuown unless to
have been used in the event of a hand to
hand encounter, or to soften the bars of iron.
In either event the acld could have beon
used with telling clfect, Sheriff Melick will
spure no pains to unravel the mystecy, and
bring to grief the partiea on the outside who
are evidently doing all in their power to beat
the law in its punishments.

Coneclusive proof was furmshed
that the road does not ger sufeiont business
at thut point to wavrant a further outlay of
money for the erection of buildings demanded
by the oitizens of the place. Railroads have
somerrights thut the unanimous board are
glad to sustain,

How an Adventuress Ensnared Rich
But ¥oolish Men,
Correspondence  Chieago Horald:
Gotham 1s today paying tribute to a vast
legion of women who live upon the
folly, the egotism nand the innate bru-
tality of men, Police Inspector Wil-
linms, who i beyond all question the
bost nuthority upon the subject, esti-
mntes thelr number at 20,000, Ex-Supt,
Walling gooes aven higher, and puts l\m
flgure 10,000 beyond, The methods em-
ployed by these women display a be-
wildering novelty and ingenuity.
Some  are practically blackmail, but
blackmnil so delicate and nrtistic as not
to come within the law. Of those who
work this velu the most ingenious is a
siren nbout twenty-eight years of age,
medinm  sized, handsomely  propor-
tioned, elegantly ressed, with
beilliant  brunette  face that  wonld
command notice and admivation every-
where, When **at work™ she would
lenve hor home ot 80 or 10 A, M., and
tuke some thorovghinve frequented by
the merchants, bankers and wealthy
men in general,  Fordudes, actoes and
professional “mnshers™  she had no
eye, Burn a portly, well=clothod
man,  whose mien  and  domeasnor
sugrestod o prosperous  paterfaumilins,
recelved hor smile and bow the moment
he looked at her in half-recogaition,
Twice in three times the bail took and
the victim made her acquaintance.
Mrom now on it was clear sailing.  Shoe
woulll use all her powers of conversn-
tiom to Mscinate her new feiend and was
seldom unsuccessful,  Money was never
mentioned,  Inreply 1o the gueries he
would naturally make she alwoys gave
the same story,  She was o widow, well
born, well edueated, enjoying life and
pledsure, and having—thanks to her
dear dead hushanid’s tove and fore-
thought—a Hmited fncome of £1,000 a
vear, just enough to support her in com-
fort. The story reassured her admirer,
who in his heart had feared that his
new innmorati was anylhing but what
she anid, With him she for the next
wiek lunehed, attended matinees and
drove tnrough the park and on the
boulevard, In the meantime  she
wormad from him his home and oftiea
address, the names of his wife and
childeron  and a hundred details in
regard to his  private  life, When
this was sceomplizhed her next move
was Lo send o begring letwer, in which
she stated that her remittances werefle-
layed by litigation or cut off by reison
of some corporation skipping its divi-
dend, and wound up by & very neat and
affectionate request for a loan of a4 8um
of money, anywhere from 5100 to 8500,
according to the pecuninry responsibil-
ity of her prey. Once in three times
this wnuhl bring a finanecial return.
Twiee it would pot.  Then came the
master strokae,  With a coarse pen and
the blackest of ink she would write a
fervent love lotter upon heavy white

amount of passionate love and o very
distant reference to the number of dol
lars winted, A neac-sighted man could
rend the compromising epistle through
the envelopo, Much more readily
could a  jealous wife or an  in-
quisitive sister  or daunghter, The
luckless  man  received  the  mis-
sive ut the breakfast. He recoguized
the hand, read o dozen words through
the envelope, and then went into a cold
perspiration.  While in most enses the
rolationship between the man and wo-
man had been innocent, the lettor bore
all the indicin of guilt, and in o divoroe
court would have been proofl presump-
tive ngninst the husband, 1ts effect was
terrifie and instantancous.,  He lost his
appetite for brealifast, and left immadi-
ately for his office or for the house of
his correspondent. Nine times in ten
the money was forthcoming, and in
many instances large sums were paid to
compromise tha matter and induce se-
¢reey. So far as known she began her
career in this line of business on Thir-
teonth street, transferred it to Johnson
street, Brooklyn, near Miner's Brooklyn
Theater, and then went to T'wenty-sixth
street, near DBroadway.

General Butler, ns soon
as ho heard of the appointment, is said
to have remonstrated with the presi-
dent, because, as counsel for his cliont,
he would prejudice the cnse of the latter
by having it submitted to & man whose
mother he had been compelled to im-

prison, The president demurred ot
first, but finally yielded, and appointed
Joseph Darlington in the ploace of

Phillips.
